Mr. Hendersons’ letter to the city 
trustees in reply to the charges of 
City Clerk Dietz is as follows: 

To the Honorublee Board of Trus¬ 
tees, City of Sierra Madre, Calif. 
Gentlemen: 

Certain charges have been pre¬ 
ferred against me by L. Dietz, city 
clerk of Sierra Madre. 1 herewith 
respectfully submit to your honor¬ 
able body a denial of these charges. 

1 specifically deny that in my 
capacity as superintendent of thee 
water department of the city of Si¬ 
erra Madre, that 1 have sold any 
property belonging to said city, and 
have failed to return the money re¬ 
ceived- therefrom to the city of Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

1 further specifically deny that I 
have ever appropriated for my own 
personal use any gasoline or motor 
oil purchased and paid fur by the 
city ol' Sierra Madre. 

1 deny that 1 ever had any tele¬ 
phone messages which were personal 
and not concerning city business that 
1 have failed to pay for. In this 
connection it seems to me that it is 
the duty of the city auditor or clerk, 
in the event any personal messages 
were sent by myself or family, to 
draw my attention to the same, and 
give me an opportunity to pay there¬ 
for. 

1 further specifically deny that I 
am not a fit or proper person to hold 
the position of superintendent of the 
water department of Sierra Madre. 
On the contrary, I desire to call 
to the attention of your honorable 
body that when 1 took charge of 
the water department of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre the same was in a very bad 
and almost insolvent condition; that 
since my supervision of the same I 
have placed the water department of 
the city of Sierra Madre on an ef¬ 
ficient basis, and the same is now 
showing a profit to the City of Si¬ 
erra Madre. 

1 further respectfully call your at¬ 
tention to the postscript of the letter 
of L. Dietz to the effect that in my 
hurry to go on my vacation, 1 placed 
in the city safe money received from 
the sale of junk from 1. Goldberg, 
amounting to the sum of $31.38. 
Mr. Dietz not being present at the 
time of my departure, this was the 
only method I could pursue. Im¬ 
mediately upon my return, the said 
money was placed with Mr. Dietz. 

I further desire to call your at¬ 
tention to the fact that the check 
for $15 for the sale of old pipe 
was made by D. B. Kirk to the city 
of Sierra Madre. Under these cir¬ 
cumstances, it would have been im¬ 
possible for me to have converted 
this money to my own use, and that 
the same was turned over to Mr. 
Dietz. 

1 respectfully request your honor¬ 
able board to make a thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the charges made by 
the city clexk with the view that the 
differences between myself and Mr. 
Dietz, covering a period of several 
years, may be thoroughly detei- 
mined; that the question of my fit¬ 
ness to act as superintendent of the 
water department of Sierra Madre 
he investigated from every angle 
that may meet with the approval of 
your honorable board.

Big Crop of 
Mosquitos is 
Pestilential 

How is your mosquito crop ? 

If you say “Fine” you give the 
wrong answer and something ought 
to be done about it, according to 
Dr. Gilbert Bovard, city health of¬ 
ficer, who does not look with favor 
upon the pesky insects. 

In several neighborhoods in Sierra 
Madre the number of mosquitoes 
this season has upset the peace of 
mind of the neighborhood, who fear 
they may cause some kind of epi¬ 
demic. 

Complaints have been followed by 
investigations, which have shown the 
favorite breeding places of mos¬ 
quitoes are cement pools, fountains 
and small reservoirs. Even cans or 
buckets under dripping faucets may 
serve the purpose. A very small pool 
of stagnant water may produce a 


BETTER FIRE RECORD 

Up to July 20 a total of 708 fires 
have been reported in the national 
forests of California for this year. 
The corresponding figure for last 
year was 830 fires. 

The big difference in number in 
the two years is in that of man- 
caused fires, 556 in 1924 and only 
176 this yeear. 

Tin worst of the season is yet to 
come so far as fire conditions are 
concerned as past records show that 
August and September are the most 
critical fire months. 

The reduction in number of man- 
caused fires is partly due to edu¬ 
cation but probably more to strict 
surveillance over all main trails and 
camping places this year.
